Lord Haldane on the much discussed | 
topic as to whether they should be!

Bigger and Beiter Regina to Rise from Ruins 


Regina.—With a large portion of the} 
busiicss section lyiig in wreckage, | 
and street after sueer througnouc toe 
Southern and ceuirval resideatiai sec- 
tions razed to the ground for bviocks 
in length, Regina is a city of ruias. | 

It was 6 ocwck in the aiternoon 
when the cyclone struck the city and 
in the history of the West, no such 
storm has ever been known. 

Coming from the south it dropped 
just a few blocks north of the suuc- 
ern city limiis, cuiting a swath sev- 
eral streeis wide, rigat down into tue 
centre of the city, laying buudings 
fiat in its wake. ‘Lhe Methodist 
and Baptist and Knox Churcnes, ail 
magnificent structures, were the first 
of the large buildings struck. ‘the 
former weut with a crash that sound 
ed above the bow!ing of cae storm aud 
the roar of the cloudburst that ae- 
companied the wind. 

The greater part of the roof was 
moved trom the latter structure and 
the storm moved on across Victoria 
Square, removing the walls and roof 
from the Y.M.C.A., badly wrecking 
the magnificent new public library, 
and passing thence to the Presbyter- 
ian Church, which was but little bet- 
ter off than the Methodist. 

The Y.M.C.A. was next in line. and 
half of the building was demolished 
on the instant. A few swall buildings | 
were moved from _ their locations, 
some being carried across the street, 
and the Masonic Temple was next 
attacked and nearly: razed. 

In the next block to the west, and 
one farther north, the telephone ex- 
change stood practically by itself, ex- 
cept for a few smaller buildings. Up- 
on thic the force of the storm had 
instantaneous effect, laying the build- 
ing flat, a big mass of wreckage, un- 
der which the girls were imprisoned. 

The Massey-Harris offices and ware- 
house, standing beside the Canadian 
Pacific Railway yards were practical- 
ly demolished and of the row of grain 
elevators upon which the farmers of 
the district are depending for the 
storage of.their crop this season, but 
one remains, and that much dam- 
aged. 

Over on the north side of the tracks 
warehouses were destroyed right and 
left. 

One of the large grain elevators 
was picked up and thrown a distance 
of 50 feet from its foundations, land- 
ing on a freight train of goods and 
cars. One house barely on the edge 
of the storm was picked off its found- 
ations and that next to it was settled 
squarely “the vacated site. 

The total death toll was 28 lives 
with several hundred more or less ser- 
jously injured. : 

The work of clearing away the de-

bris is proceeding fine. The task is 
Sothuc, bul Wild hundreds of work- 
men engaged on it, already some sem- 
blance to order is being evolved from 
the chaos caused by the cyclone. Good 
work is being done too, in the re- 
peng of tne damaged residences 
capable of being made habitable. Sev- 
wias Punared carpenters are at work 
and nore are coming into the city. 

It has been suggesied that a spec- 
ial assessment siivuld be levied upon 
the citizens at large Lo raise $1,000,000 
or lore, if necessary in order that 
the ruined district. may be rebuilt 
without, delay, 

Contractors, glaziers, lumber mer- 
chants and hardware merchants were 
never so rushed, Carloads of win- 
dow giass and other maierials have 
been ordered and rushed to the city 
to supply the army of workers with 
the necessary materials for recon- 
struction and repairs. 

The Commissioner in charge of the 
work of tearing down old buildings, 
the providing for temporary shelters 
and the repair of more or less dam- 
aged houses, stated that large as were 
his gangs of workmen he had not 
nearly enough and could use 1,500 
workmen from other towns. As the 
city is considering the erection of 
hundreds of houses there will be 
plenty of work for all. The trades 
needed most are as follows:—Carpen- 
ters, bricklayers, electricians, plaster. 
erp Ud Uilsmilns, although there is 
a dearth of all trades. 

Apart altogether from any plan 
which may be decided upon to finance 
rebuilding. large amounts will be re- 
quired for relief, scores if not hun- 
dreds of families having been strip- 
ped of everything they possessed. 
The excellent spirit shown by the cit- 
izens continues to be the bright spot 
in the calamity. A bigger and bet- 
ter Regina than ever appears to be 
the general motto and there seems 
to be little doubt but that the ghast- 
ly gash which now disfigures the city 
will be speedily rebuilt on a_ scale 
which will surpass that which mark- 
ed it before. 

One suggestion now under consider- 
ation is a proposal of Mayor McAra 
that the city should utilize the pro- 
perty it possesses west of the city 
and erect 500 dwellings at a moderate 
figure, which would be available for 
rental or purchase by workmen and 
others. 

At a special meeting of the city 
council, a bylaw was rushed 
through to meet present circum- 
stances. All permits issued for tem- 
porary buildings within fire limits will 
have a time limit placed upon them 
and will have to be removed by a 
certain date to be fixed. 


Reciprocity With West Indies 
Ottawa.—Hon. J. D. Reid, acting 
minister of trade and commerce 
through arrangements with the home 
government, made public the recipro- 
cal tariff agreement entered into last 
April between the Canadian govern- 
ment and a number of the islands in 
the British West Indies. Briefly the 
agreement provides for a preference 
of 20 per cent. of the existing rates 
of duty upon a large number of art- 
icles specified in a schedule annexed, 
with a minimum preference in the 
case cf flour and sugar. Provision 
is made for taking in the islands of 
the West Indies not parties to the 
agreement as well as Newfoundland, 
within three years from the time it 
comes into force. Any of the parties to 
the agreement may provide that the 
concessions granted shall not be ap- 
plicable unless conveyed by ship di- 
rect between the two countries con- 
cerned. provision being made in this 
connection for the regulation of 
freight rates by the Canadian govern- 
ment. The agreement is to come 
into force by proclamation after it 
has been ratified by the parties con- 
cerned, and the secretary of state for 
the cclonies, and may be terminated 
at the end of 10 years on a year's 
notice.

Woman Aviator Killed 

Boston.—Miss Harriet Quimby, of 
New York, the first woman to win 
un aviators license in America and 
the first woman to cross the English 
Channel in an aeroplane was instant- 
her passenger, W. A. 
P. Willard, manager of the Boston 
asiaucuo meet al Atiantic City, when 
her Bleriot monoplane fell into Dor- 
chester Bay from a height of a thou- 
sand feet, 

sUss Quimby and Willard were re- 
turning from a trip over the harbor 
to Boston Light and back, a distance 
of 20 miles. 

The flight was made in 20 minutes. 
Heading back into the 8-miles gusty 
wind Miss Quimby started a volplane. 
One of the gusts caught the tail of 
the end of the monoplane, throwing 
the machine up perpendicular. 

For an instant it posed there. 

Then Willard’s body was thrown 
clear of the machine, followed imme- 
diately by Miss Quimby’s. Hurling 
over and over the two bodies shot 
downward, striking the water twenty 
feet from the shore, The monoplane 
plunged down 15 feet away. The 
water was only five feet deep. Men 
from the Savin Hill Yacht Club near- 
by were. on the spot quickly and leap- 
ing overbeard from their motorboats 
hauled the two bodies out of the mud 
into which they had sunk deeply. 
Death was probably instantaneous.

Incidentally it may be added that 
as a result of the new arrangement | 
a new mounted police post has been | 
established at York factory. This 
means that three posts covered by 
Manitoba and Ontario will be policed

ers at Regina. 

Fullerton and Herschall, the two 
most northerly posts of the mounted 
police will continue to be administer- 
ed from Regina under orders from Ot- 
tawa, as they are yet in the category 
of being ‘no man’s land.’ By which 
is meant territory that none of the 
three provinces are yet prepared to 
take over.

LESSON 11.—THIRD QUARTER, 


FOR JULY 14, 1912. 


Text of the Lesson, Mark iv, 1-20. 
Memory Verse, 20.—woiden Text, 
Jas. 1i-21—Commentary Prepared

‘Jesus went about all Galilee teach- 
ing in their synagogues, ana prceacu- 
jug the gospe: OL Lue Kingaom, and 
healing ast aanner of sucniess and 
ail Wanner of disease amoulg tue peo- 
pie’ "Annointed witu tue holy 
Ghost and with power, He went avout 
going sood and healing all that were 
Oppressed oi ult aevii, lor God was 
With tiim,” (Matt. iv. 23; Acts x, B38). 
‘ine great topic of Scripture is the 
Kingaom furesnadowed in tie domin- 
jon OVer ali luings granted to Auam 
and Eve and consummated when the 
kingdoims of this world shall have be- 
come the kingdom of our Lord and of 
His Christ, and he shall reign for ever 
and ever (Gen. i, 26-28; Kev. xi, 15), 
After Adam lost the dominion by lis- 
tening to the devil, handing tae do- 
minion over to him and thus bring- 
ing sin and the curse upon our race 
and the earth, God began to reveal by 


and a redemption and a restoration of 
all that was lost by sin. The Re- 
deemer is first mentioned as the seed 
of the woman, the redemption is set 
forth in the sacrifice which provided 
the coats of skins, and the restoration 
is seen in the cherubim (Gen. iii, 15, 
21, 24). Later it was revealed that 
the Redeemer would be the seed of 
Abraham, having a special people on 
earth called Israel, the twelve tribes 
from the twelve sons of Jacob, and 
that through them all nations would 
be blessed. Still later it was reveal- 
ed to David that the Lord’s anointed 
would proceed Him, sit upon His 
throne and reign forever, and to Him 
give all the prophets witness. Mat- 
thew's gospel opens with a statement 
concerning Jesus Christ, the Son of 
David, the Son of Abraham, the one 
in whom all the promises would be 
fulfilled. During His public ministry 
of three or four years and also during 
the forty days between His resurrec- 
tiot&and ascension the kingdom was 
His one great topic, but those to 
whom He specially came despised 
and rejected Him, asked for a murder- 
er instead of Him, said, ‘We have no 
king but Caesar,” and cried concem- 
ing Jesus Christ, “Crucify Him, cruci- 
fy dim!” It was after they deter- 
mined to kill Him that He began to 
teach in parables as in the lesson of 
today, which is recorded also in Matt. 
xii; 1, “The same day went Jesus 
out of the house and sat by the sea- 
side,” are very suggestive of the fact 
that He was about to leave the house 
of Israel and gather from the sea of 
nations a special people for a special 
purpose. In Heb. iii, 5, 6, we read of 
Moses faithful in all his house as a 
servant and of Christ as a Son over 
His own house.
